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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 7, 13, 18, 25, 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Applicants 1 fail to describe the apparatus as to 
its function or parts. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Miyakawa et al [6875550] in view of Hollenbaugh et al [6291 121] and Winnik et al. 
[5202209]. Applicants' claims are to a toner with additives to control the physical 
properties of the toner. The additives known to the skilled worker such as silica is 
applied to the toner surface for toner flow, tribo enhancement, admix control, improved 
development and transfer stability and higher toner blocking temperature. TIO2 is 
applied for improved relative humidity, stability, tribo control and improved development 
and transfer stability. The long chain fatty acid provides developer conductivity and tribo 
enhancement due to its lubricating nature. Miyakawa et al uses these additives in a 
toner composition and apparatus. The silicas are two hydrophobic silica with particle 
sizes different from each other and one is negatively chargeable silica and the other is 
positively chargeable silica. Note Col. 4-6. The titanium oxide is a rutile/anatase. The 
order with which the additives are added to the toner is shown to be of importance with 
the negative silica added first followed by the positive silica. The fluidity-improving agent 
such as zinc stearate note Col. 17 line 1-5. The fatty acid is taught by Hollenbaugh note 
Col. 5 line40-50 as zinc stearate with other additives such as titanium oxide and positive 
and negative silicas. Applicants' claims in which the positive silica is added first Claims 
20, 38, 40 and 41 are taught by Winnik note Col.2 lines 50-60 where a toner is first 
coated with a positive charge additive. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to 
control the physical properties of a toner by the order of additives to the surface of a 
toner particle as taught by Miyakawa et al. Any inquiry concerning this communication
